WESTMINSTER  CHILDREN’S  HOSPITAL 

(formerly  THE  INFANTS  HOSPITAL) 

FOR  THE  YEAR 

1946 

The  Committee  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  this  report  on  the  work  of 
the  Hospital. 

At  the  Meeting  of  Governors,  notice  of  which  was  given 
in  last  year’s  report,  the  amalgamation  of  the  Infants  Hospital 
with  Westminster  Hospital  was  formally  ratified.  The  amalga¬ 
mation  is  now  complete  and  the  Infants  Hospital,  re-named 
Westminster  Children’s  Hospital,  has  been  re-opened  for  the 
treatment  of  the  civilian  sick,  after  an  interruption  of  its 
service  for  eight  years  during  the  War.  The  Committee  wish 
to  record  their  extreme  satisfaction  and  pleasure  at  this  happy 
outcome  of  the  negotiations  with  Westminster  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  was  badly  damaged  by  air  raids,  but,  after 
much  reconditioning,  36  beds  for  children  up  to  12  years  of 
age  and  a  fully  equipped  out-patient  department  were  opened 
on  April  21st,  1947.  This,  however,  is  only  a  beginning.  It  is 
intended  as  soon  as  possible  to  provide  140  beds,  forty  more 
than  before  the  war,  and  so  make  the  Hospital  not  only  the 
Children’s  Department  of  Westminster  Hospital,  but  place  it 
in  the  vanguard  of  teaching  hospitals  for  children’s  diseases. 
This  means  that  much  more  accommodation  for  nurses  must 
be  provided  and  much  reconstruction  will  have  to  be  done. 
Plans  for  this  extensive  programme  have  been  prepared  and 
will  be  set  in  motion  just  as  soon  as  the  general  building 
situation  permits. 

A  very  welcome  and  pleasing  feature  of  the  fusion  with 
Westminster  Hospital  has  been  the  general  desire  of  all  to 
preserve  and  maintain  as  far  as  possible  the  traditions  and 
reputation  of  the  Infants  Hospital,  fostered  and  built  up  with 
such  skill  and  care  ever  since  it  was  founded  by  the  late 
Sir  Robert  Mond  in  1903.  To  perpetuate  this,  the  maximum 
scope  and  latitude  in  running  the  Hospital  has  been  left  to 
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the  Committee  of  Management.  This,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Lord  Nathan,  remains  virtually  the  same,  with  the  addition 
of  Sir  Arnold  Stott  and  the  Hon.  Mrs.  John  Harvey,  repre¬ 
senting  the  House  Committee  of  Westminster  Hospital,  who 
are  warmly  welcomed.  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Leslie  Gamage  and 
Mr.  E.  W.  Hunter  are  representing  the  Children’s  Hospital 
on  the  House  Committee  of  Westminster  Hospital.  The 
Committee  have  accepted  with  great  regret  the  resignation 
of  Sir  Edward  Reid,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  for  so 
many  years,  who,  owing  to  the  many  and  increasing  calls  on 
his  time,  felt  he  must  retire.  The  Committee  are,  however, 
very  gratified  that  he  has  been  able  to  accept  the  invitation 
to  become  a  Vice-President  of  Westminster  Hospital,  thus 
maintaining  his  connection  with  the  Hospital. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  with  Westminster  Hospital,  all  former  members 
of  the  Medical  Staff  have  been  invited  to  apply  for  reappoint¬ 
ment.  The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  all  except 
those  serving  on  the  staff  of  other  Teaching  Hospitals  or  those 
too  greatly  committed  elsewhere  have  accepted  the  invitation. 
For  these  reasons  Dr.  K.  H.  Tallerman,  Dr.  R.  W.  B.  Ellis, 
Dr.  H.  MacCormac,  Dr.  W.  R.  Brain  and  Mr.  F.  Ridley  have 
retired,  and  it  is  with  great  regret  that  their  resignations  have 
been  accepted.  To  fill  the  vacancies  in  these  offices  and  to 
increase  the  staff,  members  of  the  staff  of  Westminster 
Hospital  have  been  invited  to  apply,  and  the  following 
gentlemen  have  been  appointed  to  the  staff: —

The  Committee  are  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  ex¬ 
pressing  their  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  so  generously 
supported  the  Infants  Hospital  in  the  past,  and  sincerely  hope 
that  they  will  continue  to  help  the  Hospital  under  its  new 
regime.  Even  after  the  implementation  of  the  National  Health 
Act  in  1948  there  will  still  be  great  need  for  voluntary  gifts, 
which  will  be  most  gratefully  received.  These  will  help  the 
Hospital  to  uphold  its  old  traditions  of  service  and  comfort 
to  the  patients,  and  provide  those  extra  amenities  which  make 
for  the  happiness  which  is  so  essential  to  the  well-being  of 
children. 
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During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Deaf-Mute  Clinic, 
now  re-established  in  the  Hospital  building,  was  carried  on  at 
45,  Vincent  Square.  The.  figures  for  the  last  three  years  are
